SELLING FRANCHISES. 
Our neighboring city of Nevada 
was the first in this state to take ad­ 
vantage of the new law providing 
for selling public franchises. 
It had been argued that this law 
would hamper enterprises and that 
there would be no competition. 
T he experience of Nevada, how ­ 
ever, shows the contrary to be true. 
An electric light and street rail­ 
way franchise was offered to the 
highest bidder in that city yester­ 
day and there were three companies 
represented as bidders. 
A Kansas capitalist bid two per 
cent, of the gross receipts. 
A St. Louis firm offered two and 
one-eighth per cent. 
A Kansas City man offered to pay 
the city two and pne-half per cent, 
of the gross receipts of the company 
and the franchise was awarded to 
him. 
This contract will bring a con­ 
siderable sum of money into the 
city 
treasury 
every 
year 
and 
materially lessen the burden now 
borne by the property owners. 
The law is a wise one. 
Streets 
are 
valuable, and when they are 
used by corporations as a part of 
their plants a fair rental shouhl be 
charged. 
Nevada has shown that it is all 
bosh to say that there will be no 
competition for valuable franchises 
under the new law, and other cities 
will profit by the example our enter­ 
prising neighbor has set. 
Heretofore these franchises which 
were given away by city councils 
have frequently been the founda­ 
tions of large private fortunes. 
This policy will be changed in 
the future and these valuable ]jrivi- 
leges will be sold to 
the highest 
bidder and the taxpayer will get the 
benefit. 


It is folly to talk about restoring 
silver as the unit of value without 
giving it free access to the mints 
and coining it, whenever presented, 
into redemption money. 
The slight­ 
est discrimination against silver will 
destroy it as a money metal. 
It 
must stand on the same plane with 
gold, or it should not be coined at 
all.
